Should voluntary hospitals take in paying

This question was discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Belfast Ophthalmic Hospital 
yesterday afternoon. ' 
The surgical report stated—‘t A subject 
that is being widely discussed among medical 
men and the laity is that of admitting pri- 
vate cases to our hospitals or of-having pri- 
vate wards at highe: charges. Up to the 
present in this country the situation is not 
clear, but public feeling is growing in favour 
of such a practice, and before long it may be 
necessary to bring the question forward for 
full consideration. ''

In America this matter had been taken up, 
and in most of the hospitals there—and, he 
believed, in some of the larger London hos- 
pitals—there were paying wards which took 
in private patients. They in this country 
would have to come to that question sooner 
or later. It would not bring grist to the mill 
of the surgeon, but it would be for the 
benefit of the smaller middle-class people. If 
such paying wards were established, there 
would be a surplus which would go to the 
charitable side of an institution. i 

Surgeon 'T. Sinclair Kirk stated that 
the problem of hospitals was a big one, 
and was a totally different one from 
that which prevailed fifteen or twenty years 
ago. At the time when the Ophthalmic Hos- 
pital was started it was thought that the poor 
were the. only people who required hospital 
treatment, and that if they provided the 
poor with the comforts and convenience of an 
ordinary well-found home they had done 
a The problem was different to-day. 
The best home did not provide proper facili- 
ties and the necessaries to treat serious cases, 
and to-day the rich required hospital treat- 
ment and hospital accommodation just as 
much as did the r. 

There was another change—the majority of 
the poor people for whom the hospitals were 
established were now insured persons, and 
the State very wisely had by taxation and in 
one way or another raised large funds to 
provide benefits and proper treatment for the 
poor. In spite of that, a great many of the 
insured people found their way to a chari- 
table hospital as ‘‘ charities," and, there- 
fore, large sums of money which had accumu- 
lated were not being used for the treatment 
of the sick poor. 

A SOUND INVESTMENT. 
It had been proved beyond a doubt (de- 


|.clared the speaker) that a private hospital 


was, from the commercial! int of view, a 
sound investment, and yielded fairly good 
profits. lí their hospitals would. take in 
paying patients, and provide the accommoda- 
tion, that would be giving the community 
something very badly needed, and something 
that would pay its own way, and would 
certainly yield an income to the charitable 
section of the hospital. He hoped that all 
hospital committees would face that question, 
for, if they did not solve the problem, some- 
one else would, and voluntary hospitals would 
lose the chance of finding the solution, and 
and also lose the opportunity of transferring 
the profits from the private nursing side to 
the charitable side, 7

STATEMENT REGARDING

Mr. Valentine Miley, of the firm of 
Messrs. Miley and Miley, solicitors, 12 
South ; Frederick street, Dublin, gave 
further evidence at the resumed inquiry 
in Dublin yesterday, before Mr. W. J: 
Norman, Commissioner, concerning the 
domicile of the late Mr. Richard Croker. 
During the course of the evidence a letter 
was read from the Surveyor of Income 
Tax, 4 Beresford place, Dublin, dated 
June 14, 1917, which set out that it had 
been decided not to contest Mr. Croker’s 
claim that he was not domiciled in the 
United Kingdom. a 

“ TROUBLE AT HOME.” 

The witness produced a letter copy book, 
and letters received from Mr. Richard Croker. 
One of these letters was addressed to his 
father, the late Mr. Daniel O'Connell Miley, 
solicitor, whom Mr. Croker referred to as 
“My dear Dan ” Ip the letter Mr. Croker 
stated that he gave New York as his home 
when he was getting married. The letter con- 
tinued :— 

“You ask me for a certificate gto where 
I was made a citizen of the United St; 
came a citizen through my father | 
citizen before I became of age. Prool 
mv holding of public offices in New | 
man, 1868 to 1879, and city coroner, 
1879; none but an American citizen would be 
eligible for these offices. The reason that I lived 
a, the Democratic Club was through domestic 
trouble at home. My reason for living in Ireland 


was for vacation and sport.” 
Mr. Miley next read a letter from the 


Surveyor of Income Tax, 4 Beresford. place, 
Dublin, dated 14th of June, 1917, addressed 
to his firm, in which the following passage 
occurred : “ It has been decided not to contest 
Mr. Croker 's claim that he is not, domiciled 
in the United Kingdom.”' 

COUNSEL'S OBJECTION. 

Counsel for the defendanta objected to the 
introduction of all these letters and docu- 
ments, on the grounds that they were con- 
fidential, as between solicitors and client, and 
that they were immaterial, irrelevant and in- 
competent, according to the rules of evidence. 

Witness next read a letter dated 30th 
November, 1918, from Richard Croker, The 
Wigwam, West Palm Beach, Florida, to “My 
dear Dan ard Val.” (the late Mr. Daniel 
Miley and witness), in which the following 
passage appeared :— 

“1 came to Valm Beach because 1 consider 
this my home, and pay an income tax in this 
State, and am an established citizen of Florida. 
1 own no property whatever in New York any 
more, and my property here is unimproved My 
reason for not returning to Glencairn, ola, was 
on account of submarines and the unsafe seas. 
liowever, we are planning te return this year by 
May ist. Am sorry to hear that the ‘fu is in 


ireland.” 
In a letter dated 1st November, 1918, from 


witness s firm to Mr. Croker, it was intimated 
that there was another income tax appeal 
pending against Mr. Croker, in which the 
issues raised were:—(l1) Whether during the 
vear from 5th April, 1917, to 5th April, 1918 
he was or was not resident in Ireland; (2) if 
he were not so resident, whether he was resi- 
dent abroad for the sake of his health during 
that period. : 
THE SUBMARINES. 

“The arguments of the authorities,’ the 
letter stated, “is that, as you are not here 
during the period, you could not have been 
resident here, and that there is no evidence 
that you were abroad for your health, as you 
are an American citizen domiciled in America. 
Our argument is that, as you had all the time 
your residence here, furnished and ready for 
your occupation, you were, in the eyes of the 
law, resident here; and that if even this be 
not eo, you went abroad for your health, and 
were unable to get back, both oh account of 
your condition of health and on account of the 
submarines.”’ 

In the course of further evidence the 
witness said that on the 25th of July, 1919, 
Mr. Croker called to the office and executed 
an assignment of the furniture atGlencairn to his 
wife. Witness was aware that on the llth of 
October, 1919, there was a formal delivery of 
the horses, stock and chattels at Glencairn 
from Richard Croker to his wife, Mrs. Bula 
Croker. After October, 1919, the only matters 
of official business transacted by his ‘firm for 
Mr. Croker were connected wth income tax. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Shannon—His father 
acted as confidential solicitor to Mr. Croker 
since before 1910, and witness also acted in 
that capacity from.1915 onwards. He did not 
act as solictor for Mrs. Bula Croker. 

COST OF LABOUR AT GLENCAIRN. 

On the órd September, 1919, witness wrote 
to Mrs. Croker in the following terms:— . 
_“ Dear Mrs, Crokef—The Inland Revenue authori- 
tres are now pressing us for a statement of your 
l:bour expenditure. They require the names of 
the employés and the amounts paid to them 
respectively. They also require to know the 
salary paid to your trainer. including bonus, for 
ihe past three years; also the salary paid to your 
jochey, Mr. Beary. They further want to know 
if there are any employés at the stables receiving 
more than £150 a year; if so, they want their 


names and addresses.” : 
He still said that he was not acting as 


solicitor for Mrs. Bula Croker. When his 
retainer as solicitor was withdrawn he did not 
think that there was anything due to him. 
Witness personally looked after the income 
tax affairs of Mr. Richard Croker. It was 
witness who first suggested to Mr. Croker the 
question of domicile in connection with the 
income tax exemption claim. His recollection 
was that the conversation took place at Glen- 
cairn. He said to Mr. Croker that he was 
a fool to be paying income tax on his large 
American pussessions, as he was not bound 
to do so, and he suggested to Mr. Croker 
that as he was not domiciled here he should 
claim to get the money back. 

The Commission adjourned until this morn- 
ing.

MASTER BAKERS’ REPLY 
TO MILLERS,

The Irish Master Bakers’ case against 
the proposed tariff of 3s. per sack of 
280lbs, on imported flour was presented at 
_yesterday’s sitting at 5 Ely place, Dublin, 
of the Free State Tariff Commission. 

That a tariff on flour must eventually 
be borne by the consumer was the state- 
ment made by Mr. Hugh Kennedy. The 
larger bakers in the trade needed all the 
money at their disposal to develop their 
own industry. : 

Mr. Kennedy’s experience in the milling 
trade had shown him that a properly 
equipped Free State mill, favourably 
located, could hold its own in competition 
with any foreign competitor. 

Mr. Kennedy added that he was aware 
that the members of the Irish milling 
trade were not unanimous on the question 
of a tariff. 

Mr. R. Simcox, Cork, said that the 
master bakers there had come to the con- 
clusion that, if a tariff were imposed, it 
would have to be passed on to the 
consumer.

DUBLIN PORT MILL’S SOUND 
POSITION. 


Mr. Kennedy said.that in common with 
almost all his fellow-members of the Associa- 
tion in the Free State he. was opposed to 
placing a tariff on imported flour. As well 
as being in the bakery trade, he was in- 
terested in the milling industry, and was a 
director of the Dublin Port Milling Company, 
a business that had been in active operation 
for two and a half years. A tariff on flour 
must. he said, be eventually borne by the 
consumers. The average country baker with 
an output, say, of £0 to 60 sacks of flour per 
week, could not afford it out of his profits, 


A MISAPPREHENSION. 

The larger bakers in the Free State, who 
were already progressively taxed in propor 
tion to their incomes, claimed that, in place 
of subsidising another industry, they needed 
all the money at their disposal to safeguard 
and develop their own. It had been stated 
by the millers that, although flour had been 
reduced 3s. per sack since the beginning of 
the year, bread had not been reduced in 
price, and consequently bakers could not 
provide the cost of the tariff out of the 
margin thus available. This, he said, was 
a misapprehension. The millers’ reduction 
was belated, and the bakers had acted in ad- 
vance. Bread was reduced a halfpenny per 
4lb. loaf—equal to 3s. 9d, per sack of flour— 
in January, and it would be further re- 
duced in due course if flour prices permitted. 

It had been stated by the millers that 
bleaching was universal; but, said Ma. 
Kennedy, most of the flours imported by 
the Irish bakers from England were of the 
highest grade manufactured, and many Irish 
bakers were now stipulating in their con- 
tracts that the flours sold to them must, 
where there was any doubt in the matter, 
he guaranteed unbleached flour. 

English millers were able to offer their 
high grade flour on this market because they 
were favourably placed for disposing of their 
second or low grade flours in other markets. 
The flour made in Ireland, other than that 
manufactured by the miller-bakers, was 
mainly intended for domestic use, and very 
few mills catered specially for bakers’ re- 
quirements. Saorstat bakers had, therefore, 
a an supplies in the best market, avail- 
able. : 


DUBLIN PORT MILL. 

“My experience of the milling trade,” 
Said Mr. Kennedy. “thas shown me that a 
properly-equipped Saorstat mill, favourably 
located and efficiently managed, can hold its 
ewn in competition with any foreign com- 
petitor.”’ 

The time ‘wring which the Dublin Port 
Milling Company had teen in existence 
covered the period of the most acute depres- 
sion in the milling trade. The mill was now 
in successful operation, with a sound and 
gradually increasing trade. When existing 
appliances at the Port for the economical 
discharge of the grain were put into opera- 
tion, it would be able to obtain its supplies 
of raw material on more favourable terms 
than at present. The mill was operated by 
electrical power, which, it was believed, 
would soon be obtained at rates equivalent to 
those available to English mills, It should, 
therefore, be able to consolidate the trading 
position it had already achieved without the 
aid of any tariff. 


CROSS-CHANNEL FREIGHT, 

With the exception of Manitoba wheat, 
supplies could be obtained in Dublin from 
abroad at prices that did not differ much 
{rom prices obtaining at Liverpool or other 
English ports. Any disadvantage that Dublin 
might suffer in this respect was more than 
offset by the cross-Channel freight—-12s. to 
14s, a ton—which English millers had to pay 
when sending flour to Ireland. 

He was aware that the members of the 
Irish milling trade were not unanimous on the 
question of a tarifi. He could state with 
authority that a leading miller, whose firm 
controlled thiee up-to-date inland milis, and 
who was one of the directors of the Dublin 
Port Milling Company, did not agree that a 
turiff was necessary. That gentleman was 
Mr. Odlum, of Portarlington, who was in 
the happy position of being able to say that 
the mills owned by his firm were always 
working full time, notwithstanding all coin- 
petition. 

In answer to the Chairman, Mr. Kennedy 
said that the effect of the 3s. tariff on the 
sack of flour would be very nearly a farthing 
on the 2lb. loaf. ‘The Cork Bakers’ Associa- 
tion did not altogether oppose the tariff. 


BREAD PRICES. 

Asked why bread was cheaper in Belfast 
than in Dublin, Mr. Kennedy said that it was 
due to the use of machinery in the baking, 
to lower wages, and to greater output by the 
workers. The class of loaf made in Belfast 
lent itself to cheaper perenction. If the mills 
im the Free State could produce a larger out- 
put they could produce more economically. 

Mr. McGann said that ne was opposed to 
any duty being imposed on imported flour, 
because master-bakers operating near the 
Northern border would have to bear the in- 
creased cost of flour, and would thus be 
placed at a disadvantage as compared with 
their competitors at the other side of the 
line, who would be able to buy flour cheapyr 
and of better quality. That would be un- 
reasonable. The bakers in the Free State 
would be compelled to buy their flour through 
the nearest mills, which were in Dublin; and, 
az these mills were owned by baker-millers, 
the country bakers would be at a further 
disadvantage in not being able to get the best 
quality flour. The seg ey at present was 
about the keenest that Free State bakers were 


compelled to meet. 


MARKET FORECASTS. 

The reason for their success so far iú com- 
peting with Northern traders was because 
they Sealt in an open market, and were lucky 
in taking advantage of market forecasts. If 
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they knew that their customers would 
hate it. 

The Chairman—Do you think that if a 
tariff is imposed the whole of it will be 
borne by the consumer!—That will depend 
on the local miller. 

In reply to further questions by the Chair- 
man as to the condition of the flour-milling 
industry in Cork, Mr. Simcox said that one 
mill had recently closed down, but three 
others were working. The bakers in Cork 
district were cbtaining more flour locally at 
present than they had got in the pre-war 
period. The Cork mills were now making us 
fine flour as any in the world. 

The Chairman—Do you: find it as satisfac- 
tory for ‘aking as‘ the imported flour?—For 
some reason-—largely financial, we are told—it 
ia not as satisfactory to us bakers as we 
would like. There is a big import of 
cross-Channel flour for domestic, or home, 
baking, ‘The present position is that we are 
dependent upon outside sources for consider- 
ably over half our trade. 

DUBLIN-MILLED FLOUR. 

Mr. John Landy, Rathfarnham, agreed 
generally with what the previous wituesses 
had said. He believed that there were mills 
in Ireland capable of turning out flour as 
cheeply as anywhere else. He had been 
running a small mill but he had to close 
down. He was now generating electricity in 
that building, and he supposed that when 
the Shannon scheme came along that, too, 
would be closed down. (Laughter.; He said 
that some of the finest flour in the market 
was milled in Dublin, and, he asked, if one 
mill could do it, why should not others’ 
Mills that were situated at a distance from 
the sea coast or from a railway or canal were 
at a great disadvantage owing, largely, to 
the cost of haulage. He thought that if a 
three-shilling tarim! were put on, the bakers 
must raise the price of bread. 

The Commission adjourned until April 20th 
next.

ATTEMPT TO INFLUENCE 
A JUSTICE. 


WARNING FROM THE BENCH. 

At the Tramore District Court yesterday 
Mr. MacCabe, District Justice, referred in 
emphatic terms to what he described as an 
attempt to influence his decision in a Case 
which was listed for disposal. He prefaced 
his remarks by regretting very much that the 
occasion had arisen for him to refer to the 
| subject at all. 

e said that he had had visits from certain 
parties at his own. house, and that these 
rties had placed certain considerations 
fore .him. e had also received letters 
from other people who ought to have known 
better. In consequence he had-some difficulty 
in making up his mind how. the case in ques- 
tion should be dealt with. In the first place, 
it was imperative that the Court should. be 
impartial in dealing with all cases which 
came before it, and, in the second place, it 
was equally important that the public should 
know that the Court was impartial and have 
confidence in its impartiality. 

It was also difficult for him to know how to 
deal with the steps that had been taken to 
influence him in regard to this case, which he 
looked upon as a personal insult. Since he 
came to this district he had not had much to 
complain of in regard to this kind of inter- 
ference, but once was all too often. If it was 
not that this was the first occasion he should 
read: the letters that had been sent to him, 
and should also mention the names of the 
parties who had written them. 

He wished to issue a clear warning to all 
concerned that he would in future take steps 
to protect himself against such attempts to 
influence him in any cases which came before 
him for triai.

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FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS.

NEED OF EARLY TREATMENT. 

The report which was read at the annual 
meeting of the Royal National Hospital for 
Consumptives for Ireland, 13 South Frederick 
street, Dublin, yesterday, stated that the 
results of the treatment showed a distinct 
improvement, which the Resident Medical 
Officer attril-uted to the fact that cases of 
tuberculcsis were being diagnosed more often 
in the eaiser stages » Bo formerly. 

It was pointed out that the State provision 
made at present in aid of the campaign 
against tuberculosis, though large, lefé ample 
sc.pe for private benevolence. The board 
regretted that in 1926 the subscriptions fell 
off considerably, and earnestly appealed to 
the public to aid them in this valuable work. 

The hospital's; expenses during 1926 were 
exceptionally high, and there was an over- 
draft of £2,600 due to the bank. 

The report emphasised the necessity of 
dealing with the disease in its early stages. 

Cases had been admitted to the hospital 
from twenty-two counties, 

EARLY TREATMENT. 

The Chairman (Major Wellesley),.in mov- 
ing the adoption of the report, said that if 
they could only get the public to understand 
that it was absolutely essential to treat this 
disease in its earliest stages if cures were 
to result, they would be doing good work. 
The Free State Government was endeavour- 
ing to help this work by trying to, get the

|BELFASTS £400,000 RIVER 


IMPROVEMENT. 


— — — 
PROMENADE AND. 
MOUTOR ROAD. 
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From Oun Betrast CORRBSPONDEN'Í, 


‘The Belfast Boulevard along the banks of 
the River Lagan, which is to be completed 
at a cost of nearly £400,000, is now making 
steady progress | 

Started primarily as a relief scheme for the 
mg Sg Pe the assistance of a grant 
from e Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Labour—the Lagan improvement is, however, 
designed to beautify what was formerly’ a 
very unsightly portion of Belfast, for at ‘low 
tidd slob land was visible on both sides of 
the river | 

By placing a weir across the river, with 
á lock at one side to facilitate river barge 
traffic, sufficient water will be impounded 
above the Ormeau road Bridge to cover the 
slob lands and give a depth of water in the 
centre of the river of over ten feét, which 
will be inereased by a further seven feet 
at high tide. This stretch of water, with an 
average width of 260 feet, will be admirably 
adapted for boat races, river sports and 
yerhsing, similar to the Thames at Rich- 
m 


THE TWO BOULEVARDS. 

The main bouleverd will extend on the 
right-hand side or east side of the river 
from the Ravenhill road, skirt the Ormead 
Park, and continue for a distance of over 
two and a halt miles along the river, and 
join the Ormeau road at Annadale avenue. 
Vhis roadway will be sixty feet wide, and 
will be available for motor traffic. On the 


opposite side of the river another prometiade, 
also sixty feet wide, will extend from the 
Ormeau road Bridge to Stranmillis, and both 
roadways will form an attractive motor drive. 

A considersble amount of work has already 
been done in forming the pitched etibank- 
ment, and of the total estimated cost of the 
entire scheme (£357,910) the expenditure to 
date is £112,024. 

CONSTRUCTION OF THE WEIR. 

Preliminary investigations atid borings have 
been made at the site of the pr weir 
actoss the river, and a bill of quantities is 
about to be taken out for this work, pre- 
paratory to inviting tenders from contractors. 
At the point where it is! proposed to place 
the? weir the distance from nk to bank 
is approximately 400 feet. The sill of the 
weir will be ten feet above Ordinance datum, 
which will be safficient to mairtaif a satis- 
factory level of water in the as oe reaches 
of the river up to fhe No. 1 Weir of the 
Lagan Navigation Conipany, above the Bel- 
faat Boat Club’s pirentises. 

There will be seven piers dividing the weir 
into eight séctions, and in one of these see- 
tioris there will be a sluice gate to etiable the 
impounded water to be run off when neces- 
Sary to counteract excessive flooding in the 
river. At the westerfi end of the weir there 
will be a lock, thirty-eight feet wide, which 
is regarded as sufficient to enable all river 
trafie to pass up and down the river at all 
states of the tide. 

CORPORATION PROPERTY. 

The weit, towpath and roadways and con- 
tingent works aré known as the Lagan 
Improvement Scheme, which was sanctioned 
by the Northern Parliament in 1924. Under 
the Act of Parliament the Corporation 
acquired, in addition to the land actually 
necessary for thé various works, other lands 
along the river which gives the Corporation 
control over all the building frontage 
abutting on the new boulevards. Some of 
this ground may be used for éxtending the 
Botanic Gardens Park down to the river. 

The ground is extremely valuable, and in 
future years the revenue from it may go to 
off-set to a great extent the cost of the 
scheme, which was initiated under the direc- 
tion of the former City Surveyor (Mr. H. A.

2d., 
atid the eres stitplus £38,786 6d., an in- 
erease of £2,969 16. 7d. over 1008, From 
this gross surplus had been deducted the 
annual etatutory dontrihntion of £10,738 & 
the sinking fand, £7.000 to the statutory 
horrowitie account, £3.000 to form the nucleus 
of an ftisuranre fend, atid depreciation to the 
amount of £7.478 O«.

The Wexford Count y Council have received 
a copy of the r urnished Mr. J. A: 
Gleeson, Local Govérnment Auditor, to the 
Minister for Local Government on his two- 
days’ sworn inquiry into the administration of 
the County Wexford library service, | 

The inquiry, which was EA for by the 
Library mittee, was held on March lat 
an 2nd last. 

je report states that the evidence fell 
under four tain headings—(a) Evidence in 
support of the eonténtion that the full powers 
vested in the Wexford County Council as 
library authority were, by resolution of the 
26th April, 1926, delegated to the Library 
Committee; that the powers so delegated 
were tiever properly recalled. (b) Evidence 
to the effect that in ing their resolution 
on the 10th May, 1926, which purported to 
retain certain powers in their own hands and 
to delegate others to the Library Committee, 
the County Council acted within their 
rá É (c} Evidence. as to the functions 
exercised by the County Council and the 
Library Committee and of the relationship 
between these two bodies. (d) Evidence as to 
the working of the library scheme and the 
mannés, in which the duties of the library 
officers were being discharged. 

INSPECTOR'’S REMARKS. 

Having reférred to the evidence given by 4 
number of witnesses at the inquiry, the 
Auditor proceeds :— 

From all the evidence it was clear (1) that 
the relationship between the two bodies has 
not been chatacterised by occasional friendly. 
exchanges} (2) that the disinterested zeal ol 
the Library Committee has met with nothing 
but aloof domination at the hands of the 
County Council; (3) that the position of the 
Library Committee all through has been one 
of uneertainty atid impotence; (4) that the 
interest of the County Council in the affairs of 
the library scheme was quickened by the 
report of a vacancy on the library staf and 
5) that the highly commendable and siecess- 
ul endeavour of the County Secretary to in- 
augurate and éstablish a rural library service 
1g County Wexford appears to have been 
marked by a friendly unwillingness on his 
part to permit any serious measure of library 
control passing from Fortview (County Council 
offices) to North Main street (library dépét). 

The Inspector next dealt with the manner 
in which the duties of librarian were carried 
out, and finally recommended ;—~ 

o the County Counecil—The restoration to 
the Library Committee of all the powers and 
peiviioaee of April, 1925, and the transfer of 
he librarian to the general county service. 
To the Library Committee—The seplicetion of 
their minds with al) earnestuess to the ques- 
tion of selecting for the post of county 
librarian an officer whose record, education 
and traitiing qualify in a special way for the 
great trust of cultivating and developing a 
scheme of such tremendous importance to the 
people of Wexford. He regretted that, 
instead of a full and friendly exchange of 


the tiecessity for a sworn inquiry. 
COUNTY COUNCIL MEETING. 

At the meeting of the County Count: a 
letter was réad from the legal adviser, Mr. 
R. W. Elgee, stating thet, in his opinion, 
three members of the Library Committee— 
Messrs. Hickey, Fnniscorthy, and Langley, 
New Ross, and Miss O’Rvan, Wexford—were 
ineligible to be officers of Committees of the 
Council. 

The Chairman, having dealt with the report 
of the Inspector, stated that it was wnfair to 
the Council that they were: not made aware 
of the charges that were to be brought for- 
ward before the inauiry was held. with the 
result that they did not know what ¢ .urse 
the examination of their witnesses would take. 
He denied that the Council exercised any 
domination over the Library Committee. If 
they did they would have placed all their own 
nominees on the Committee. which comprised 
| twenty, instead of nominating only four. The 
Council had no vacancy on their staff to 
transfer the librarian to. 

After a discuesion, it was decided to com- 
municate with tle Library Committee suggest- 
ing a conference, with a view to rearranging 
the work of the library service.

E. 8. }hands of would-be emigrants?so as to pro- 


vide an Irish interior im the best traditions. 
There stiovld be work in hands, everybody 
on ah equality. The old spintiing-wheel could 
be tevived for girls. Pottery, woodwork 
basketry seem things that could be tackled 
by either sex. The artistic temperament must 
be provided for. Painting, sculpture, and 
even music should be encouraged. The 
masque and the mystery play could be 
cultivated. Hf land be available, farming and 
forestfy could be practised; and pastimes, 
Open-air if feasible, should not be forgotten. 
In fact, sports clubs might often supply the 
nucleus for a Homeland Club. Self-help, not 
Govetnmént aid, should be the aim. There 
aré cottage gardens to be planned and main: 
tained, interiors to be beautified in farmstead 
and cottage—a whole refiaissance to be 
planned. 

During the coming summer, if Homeland

WRETCHED HOUSING 
. CONDITIONS. 
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HOW DUBLIN'S POOR 
FOLK FARE. 
a 


In company with an official of the Dublin 
Corporation’s Public Health Department, 
an Irish Times representative has visited 


the slum and tenement area of the city. 
Our investigations, writes our Special 
Correspondent, showed that the reatest 
scourge of big cities, sach as Dublin, is slum 
life. People in slum areas live in squalid and 
dilapidated premises. From thirty to seventy 
people ocetipy a single house, & it is no 
uncommon thing to find two or three families, 
numbering ten or twelve persons in all, d 
up in a single room Most of Dublin’s slum 
houses ate from 160 to 260 years old, and of 
these the majority should have been con- 
demied as unfit for habitation thirty years 
ago. Theit sanitary accommodation is of the 
scantiest. It is generally situated in a small 
back yard, and is used in common by the 
men and women, boys afid girls who occupy 
the tenement. The water supply is obtained 
from a solitary tap placed either in the yard 
or on Pasgn ry i “we rubbish litter 
back-vards, stairs and lan á : 
A lady doctor, who hee oi in Dublin 
studying for a midwifery certificate at the 
Rotunda Hospital, told me that she had 
visited the slums of Delhi and Calcutta and 
of London, but had seen no conditions that 
could equal those obtaming in the slums of 


Dublin. 
22,000 FAMILIES. 

It is estinfated that some 22,000 families 
inhabit the slum areas of Dublin. No person 
who has visited these districts will be sur- 
prised to learn that here disease is fampant ; 
that its common form—especially among 
children—is either surgical or Imonary 
tuberculosis, atid that the tate of infantile 
and child mortality is high. Still less will it 
surprise experienced people to learn that 
where so many men and women, boys and 
girls are herded together in small spaces, and 
with no regard for privacy, the moral 
standards should be seriously imperilled. 

Poverty acco@ts for but a small part of 
the slurn population. The gréat cause is the 
want of adequate housing accommodation. So 
long ago as 1913 a commission inquired into 
housing accommodation and the question of 
clearing the Dublin slums, but its frecom- 
mendations have remained as virtual dead 


letters. 
SOME INSTANCES. 

The streets and houses that Í visited were 
chosen from a fong list, and may be taken 
as typical. Take, for instance, one in Wine- 
tavern strect—a street running from the 
quays towards John’s lane. I entered 
here a broken doorway, stumbled through a 
narrow, dimly lighted passage to a yard 
in which the air was heavy with the smell 
of faulty sanitation and dumped refuse. On 
a broken stairway leading to the first land- 
ing lay the body of a cat in process of 
decomposition. Avoiding it, I passed on to 
a bare-walled room. The greater part of its 
éeiling had collapsed, and lay heaped up in 
the centre of the floor. in the room were a 
delicate-looking woman and three children, 
one of whom appeared to be suffering from 


tuberculosis. The woman told us that her 
husband had died of tuberculosis two years 
ago; that she herself had had the disease 
for the last ten years, and that one of her | 
children, a girl, aged 10, had been in three | 
institutions, and would be sent to another” 
sapatorium within the next few days. The 
rent of the room was abot 4s., and she 
managed to pay this, and get food for her 


children by taking in lodgers. 


The people that she took in “were in a 
very bad way, and could get no accommo- 
dation elsewhere. They were an old woman 
and her two sons, aged 37 and 2 years, 
respectively, and a family, consisting of 
husband, wife, and two children. Only one 
bed atid a cot were in the room, and they 
were used by the mother and her three 
children. The husband and wife and their 
two children slept on a mattress on the floor, 
and the sons of the ofd woman fared likewise. 
Of bedclothes, there appeared to be only a 
few worn and dirty Army blankets. The 
windows of the room were closed tight, and 
apparently were of a kind that did not open. 
A small grate set in the wall at one end of 
the room served for cooking and heating. 
There were no chairs in the place, and the 
other furniture consisted of a rickety chest 
of drawers and a small deal table. 

BRIOGEFOOT STREET. 

The next house visited was in Bridgefoot 
street. There we entered a gloomy upper 
room, lit by one dirty window. Two lines of 
‘washing’ hung across the room and hid 
the interior from view. 
calls, a poorly clad woman pulled the lines 
of ** washing fh aside. She told us that she 
was a widow, and that she received outdoor | 
reliei of 14s. a week for herself and | 
two children, the eldest 14 years of age and 
the other eight. Out of this sum, she paid 
3s. Od. per week rent for her room, which 
was about 14 feet square. Her sister, 
brother-in-law, and their eight children lived 
with her, becatise they could get no other 
accommodation, The woman and her children 
occupied the one bed in the room. 
the o: het 10 people slept, withont mattresses, on 
the floor, Apart from the bed, the only 
furniture was a large cupboard, a dresser, 4 
table. a couple of chaira and a few pictures 
hutig upon the walls. 

On the first landing of this same house a 
family of seven occupied two rooms, for which 
they paid 10s. a week. The place was over- 
run with rats, and half a dozen large holes 
were pointed out to us in the back room. The 
father of the family was out of work, but two 
daughters were working, and their wages kept 
things going. The front room Was feat and 
clean. Pictures lined the walls, there were 
two beds, with a sideboard, a cupboard, a 
table and a few chairs. The younger children 
looked healthy and well fed e mother 
was 4 small, neat, gtey-haired woman, and 
tne husband, though poorly dressed, was 
clean-shaven and alert-looking. He had been 
out of work for years, and he complained, not 
of the bitterness of his circumstances, but of 
his failure to find employmenit. 

In another house in the same street we 
Went into a room in which a family of eleven 
lived and slept—the father, mother and nine 
childreii, of whom the oldest was 24 erage 
and the youngest six years old. The father 
and eldest sot were body-makers in a €ity 
factory. The room was clean and tidy, 
and contained two beds and other furnitare. 
All the boys slept on the floor, There was 
no need here for food or nourishmerit, but, 
as the father said; what they wanted was 
aceothmodation, Seven shillings a week were 
paid for thé room. ey had been trying for 
years to get a house and had failed 

lu a back room in the same house lived a 
other and three children. The mother was 
ih consumption and had been in a sanatorium, 
and one of the children had come home from 
a sanatorium only a week cgo. They cot 
trived to live on out-doo. relief, bat the 
squalor of their surroundings was apparent. 


ST, AUGUSTINE STREET. 
Our next visit was to St. Augustine street, 
An aged mother lived in a top room 
with her husband and children. She had had 


survived, The father was in constant émploy- 
ment, but the family had failed to get a 
house in the suburbs. 

In Cook street we found similar instances 
of misery atid disease. In an attic, whiose 
windows were jammed tight and could not 
be opened, a family of seven was housed. A 
bed on either side of the room, a table, a oe.

Around the paper- 
less walls hung pictures of those whom the 
woman had known and loved That was all, 
and she called it her ‘ mansion.”

6d. a week outdoor 
relief, and a “ bit of bread ” now and again 
from ‘‘ Sister Paul” Out of this she had to 
pay 1s. Gd. a week for the ' room '—she 
showed us her rent book, receipted up to last 
Saturday—and she also paid sixpence a week 
tu an insurance company. There was no need 
to tell us why; for she was alone in the 
world. These payments left her 5s. ód. a 
week on which to live. |

A South African Flag. 


The stubbornness of racial loyalties and 
the value that men attach to their symbols 
are written on every page of ancient and 
modern history—nowhere more deeply than 
on the pages of Irish history. A yery 
striking illustration of the human mind’s 
reluctance even to make a compromise on 
such loyalties is furnished by the tale of 
the flag controversy in South Africa. The 
Nationalist Government, which holds office 
through its’ alliance with the Labour 
Party, decided that the South African 
Union must be represented by a new flag, 
and that the Union Jack must have no place 
on this flag: Instantly the whole British- 
descended population rose in revolt. An 
intense bitterness was generated through- 
out the country, and Briton and Dutch- 
man glared at each other from separate 
camps. A flag bill, designed to fulfil the 
Government’s purpose, was introduced in 
Parliament, but was suspended as the 
result of threatened defections in the 
Labour Party, whose British instincts 
refused to be suppressed. Then the rival 
parties fortified their claims by the estab- 
lishment of flag committees in all the 
parliamentary constituencies. So matters 
stood when the Prime Minister, General 
Hertzog, found light at the Imperial Con- 
ference, and went home with a sincere 
desire to reconcile Briton and Boer in the 
zeal of a new and higher citizenship. He 
appealed for compromise on the flag issue, 
declared that the Government would 
approach it afresh with an open mind, 
and invited a Flag Commission to contrive 
a design for a national flag which might 
be acceptable to both parties. This design 
was submitted last week to a conference, 
at Cape Town, between the Government’s 
Flag Commission and representatives of 
the flag committees throughout the Union. 
It is a St. George’s Cross, with a white 
bordure on a green field. The conference’s 
report, which was issued on Monday, is 
unanimous upon the necessity of a 
national flag, but it admits that “ a large 
section of the South African people do not 
want a flag including the Union Jack, 
while another large section of the people 
do not want a flag which does not include 
the Jack.” The British delegates recog- 
nised the Flag Commission’s design 
as “a genuine gesture of good-will and a 
real help to further discussion’’; and the 
conference has been adjourned until May 
14th, in order that the various delegates 
may consult their committees. Unfor- 
tunately, there is small prospect of any 
national compact on the Government’s 
design.

Peoples of Australia. 


Australia’s need of emigrants is not her 
only sore necessity. Even harder than to 
secure settlers has been found the problem 
of inducing settlers to remain on the land. 
Already three-quarters of Australia’s 
people have concentrated in the towns and 
cities. Mr. J. 8S. Lyng, of the Common- 
wealth Statistician’s Office—according to a 
message from the Melbourne. Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph—estimates that, if 
the percentage of primary producers con- 
tinues to decline at the average rate of the 
past half-century, none will be left by 
1985. In order to secure settlers who 
will stay on the land, the Commonwealth, 
Mr. Lyng thinks, must seek to attract 
certain racial strains which make good 
farmers. Ethnologists regard the European 
peoples as composed of three main stocks— 
the Nordic, the Alpine and the Mediter- 
ranean. Only a small percentage of foreign 
settlers in Australia is of the Alpine 
breed, but Mr. Lyng affirms that more 
than 80 per cent. of Alpine settlers stay on 
the land. The bulk of the foreign 
Australian population is Nordic or Medi- 
terranean, and of these peoples more than 
half that are settled on the land fly 
from it. Mr. Lyng declares that the 
Mediterranean strain makes for a lack of 
discipline The Nordic settlers supply 
initiative and enterprise and congregate in 
the cities. The Alpine peoples alone seem 
“ capable of establishing a rural tradition 
and a stable rural population.” They are 
“frugal, hard-working and intense land- 
lovers.” Mr. Lyng, therefore, appeals for 
a reversal of policy in the selection of 
immigrants, and for a preference for the 
broad-head stock that alone seems willing 
to people the Australian bush. 


ADVENTURE IN CHINA. 


gests Satan ” 
A LINK WITH GORDON. 


(BY LEE KAY.) 

Inside the walls of Sungkiang, recently 
taken by the Cantonese troops, lie the mortal 
remains of Frederick Ward, of Salem, 
U.8.A., student, sailor, soldier, admiral, 
general and mandarin of China, and now one 
of the principal deities: of a land where 
Westerners are classified under the head of 
“foreign devils.’’ Ward landed in. China 
Jate in the ‘fifties,’ when, though the Taip- 
ing rebellion — Manchu rule was near- 
ing its end, life in the vicinity of Shanghai 
was almost. as unpleasant as it 1s to-day, The 
huge army of rebels, which still occupied 
Sunkiang, harried the surrounding country, 
and the merchants of Shanghai promised 
Ward, who offered his services for the pur- 
pose, a substantial consideration if he would 
clear out the nest. 

Thus. sprang into being the ‘‘ Ever Vic- 
torious Army.’ with which is associated the 
name of General Gordon, who was later to 
meet his end at Khartum. Officered mainly 
by “ Whites’ who were versed in the arts 
of war, the Army, which was otherwise com- 

ed exclusively of raw native material, 
cleared the rebels out of Sungkiang in quick 
time and established law and order in a 
wide area around Shanghai. For every vic- 
tory Ward was given large sums by the 
delighted merchants—sums which, be it said 
to his credit, were fairly divided with his 
men. Despite the fact that he was operat- 
ing against the Taiping, he was for a period 
outlawed by the British and French troops 
who were engaged in the same task. When, 
however, in the autumn of 1861 he captured 
Ningpo, the regular troops heartily agreed to 
co-operate with him and his army, which 
now consisted of nearly 10,000 properly 
equipped and trained Chinese troops. 

HONOURED BY THE EMPEROR. 

Unfortunately the foreign Consuls objected 
to their nationals being associated with a 
Chinese force, and Ward was compelled to 
dispense with many of his Western officers. 
He claimed Chinese citizenship himself, and 
“went'” completely native, married a 
Chinese lady, and was made a general by the 
Emperor, who, in addition, created him a 
Mandarin of the First Order. He was not 
long fated to enjoy the fruits of his vic- 
tories; for, in the following year, he was 
wounded at Tseki and died in Ningpo a 
short time afterwards. He was buried at 
his own request in Sungkiang, and as near 
to his tomb as the Chinese proprieties would 
permit—for the Celestial is a dog-lover only 
in the epicurean sense—is interred his faith- 
ful dog, who refused to take food after his 
master’s death. 

Over the tomb the Chinese have erected a 
temple, on the altar of which is an inscrip- 
tion that, thanks to him, ‘‘ Sunkiang shall be 
a peaceful land for a thousand autumns.’’ 
Though, in view of recent events, this prog- 
nostication was not quite happy, the poor 
descendants of the people whom Ward pro-

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In the City of London there is little 
disposition to take exception to the details 
of the Budget. — Satisfaction 1s expressed 
that the sinking fund is to be strengthened, 
and not suspended. At the same time, 
there is an opinion that the Chancellor 
has not paid sufficient attention to the 
need for economy. Mr. F.C. Goodenough, 
the chairman of Barclay’s; Bank, takes the 
view that a retrenchment committee is 
absolutely essential. His view is shared 
by many other leading financial authorities 
in the City, and it is quite possible that 
efforts will be made to bring the leading 
financial institutions into line in a demand 
for such a committee. . 

The members of the London Stock Ex- 
change have little criticism to offer on the 
Budget, since it does not directly affect 
public securities in .any marked degree. 
The provision for the sinking fund con- 
siderably relieved the gilt-edged raarket of 
its apprehensions concerning debt redemp- 
tion, and the feeling of relief found ex- 
pression in a slight advance in the prices 
of British funds. It is remarked that the 
seizure of the Road Fund suggests that 
Mr. Churchill is indisposed to favour road 
transport at the expense of the railways, 
and this is regarded as a favourable point 
for the companies. The duty on imported 
tyres brought about a demand for rubber 
shares. Brewery companies were virtually 
unaffected by the call for a more prompt 
payment of. Excise duty, and brewery 
shares were strong. 


The Underwriters’ Gain. 


One body of men in the City of London 
to-day was in a state of jubilation. The 
books of the underwriters at Lloyd’s have 
come out well, since most of the insurance 
was on points unaffected by Mr. Churchill's 
rearrangement of taxation.. There seemed 
to be an expectation that sugar, motors, 
and petrol would be taxed somewhat 
heavily, but all have escaped. ' 


Overseas’ Trade. 


So much has been said in the past 
regarding the Department of Overseas 
Trade that it is rather surprising that a 
great many commercial men are expressinz 
regret at its disappearance. The reason 
given is that, in dealing with the Depar' 
ment, business men knew exactly where 
they were, while in the old days they were 
never certain whether the Board of Trade 
or the Foreign Office was the department 
most concerned in their activities. It 1s 
asserted that the old controversy whether 
the Board of Trade or the Foreign Office 
shall control the commercial diplomatic 
service will be revived. This body is 
highly organised. Its members are real 
experts concerning the countries to which 
they are attached, and consequently of the 
utmost service to the commercial world. 


The Road Fund. 


From some of the comments passed 
to-day with regard to the appropriation 
to the National Exchequer of £12,000,000 
from the Road Fund it might be assume’ 
that all expenditure on new roads wil! 
ceuse. This is far from being the case ; 
for, although the Road Fund is to dis- 
appear as a separate account earmarked 
to a specific purpose, the need for im- 
provement of the highways will necessitata 
the expenditure of a considerable propor- 
tion of the yield from motor vehicle duties, 
which this year are estimated to produce 
over £24,000,000. Only last week Mr. 
Churchill gave an assurance to the 
Unionist Parliamentary Agricultural Com- 
mittee that the grants towards the mai: ten- 
ance of roads of rural distrixts during 
1926-27 would be increased, and it 1s 
probable that all the commitments enterer! 
into for road schemes will be carried out 
fully. 


Women’s Votes. 


The Cabinet to-day further considered 
the question of votes for women at twenty- 
one, and it is understood that, while no 
definite decision was reached, it was agreed 
to set up a conference to considef not only 
an extension of the franchise, but ques- 
tions relating to redistribution and pro- 
portional: representation. This proposed 
change in the terms of reference may 
induce the Socialists to enter a conference, 
but up to the present they have declared 
that they will refuse any invitation sent 
“them.

The state- 
ment was made a hundred times in the 
Dáil and elsewhere that Shannon elec- 
tricity could be supplied in bulk to 
municipal undertakings at a considerably 
lower price than the cost of local produc- 
tion. As Mr. David Barry pointed out in 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday, the 
firm of Siemens Schuckert estimated the 
price at the Inchicore switch-board at .42 
of a penny per unit, while the four con- 
tinental experts placed it at .52 of a 
penny. Either figure compares favourably 
with the Dublin Pigeon House cost of .75 
of a penny for the year 1925-1926. The 
original plan was to supply current to the 
municipalities in bulk, at rates with which 
the local producers could not compete; 
and, if it had been carried out, everybody 
would have been satisfied. Why was this 
plan abandoned? Apparently the opti- 
mistic views of the Shannon scheme’s pro- 
moters in respect of prices have been 
modified during the last two years. When 


he sought to secure the passage of his 
original bill through the Oireachtas Mr. 


McGilligan was lavish in his promises of 
cheap current. Now that the scheme is 
an accomplished fact, and the problem of 
load arises acutely, he is not quite so con- 
fident. Current may be cheaper. On the 
other hand, it may be dearer; but, in 
either case, no competition can be allowed. 
If this admission had been made at the 
beginning, we venture to say that there 
would have been no Shannon scheme.

The Revival of Mecca. 


Ibn Saud, the master of the Hedjaz, is 
in negotiation with the British Govern- 
ment for recognition as King and Caliph. 
Since he and his Wahabi warriors expelled 


up a firm authority in: Arabia, and his 
undisputed control of the Holy Places 
gives him a unique prestige in the Moslem 
world. A correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian reports that the pilgrimage to 
Mecca is expected in 1927 to reach un- 
precedented magnitude. In the years 
immediately following the Great War 
pilgrimages were sparse, owing to the 
unsettled state of Arabia. Last year, how- 
ever, when Ibn Saud convened the first 
Grand Moslem Conference for the purpose 
of regenerating Islam, there was a great 
revival of pilgrim fervour. The port of 
Jeddah was re-opened and was thronged 
with pilgrim ships. It was recommended 
at last year’s conference that railways 
should be built between Jeddah, Mecca 
and Medina, that sanitary conditions 
for the pilgrims should be improved, 
and that hospitals should be estab- 
lished. Ibn Saud carried out what part of 
these recommendations lay within his 
power. He erected two fine quarantine 
stations for the disinfecting of diseased 
pilgrims. He made the country peaceful 
and the roads safe. Camel and motor 
transport services for the benefit of 
pilgrims have been instituted. Ibn Saud. 
himself tours his desert domains in a

NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ ABIE’S IRISH ROSE ” AT 
THE APOLLO THEATRE. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

Miss Anne Nichol’s much heralded comedy, 
“ Abie’s Irish Rose,” which has run for six 
years in America, was produced last night at 
the Apollo Theatre. I am inclined to agree 
with the voice from the gallery that pro- 
claimed, at the first London performance, 
“It won't run six years here.”’ 

J$ is an ingenious little play, amusing in 
parts, with a kind of shrewd wit made 
familiar to theatre-goers in “ Potash and 
Perlmutter,” but the small quantities of 
genuine humour are swamped by the oceans 
of sentiment. 

Briefly,. the oy relates how a Jewish 
youth marries an Irish girl in spite of the 
opposition of both fathers, and of various 
friends who take sides.

‘The prospects of the company are 
brighter than they have ever been.” In 
these words Sir Eric Geddes began his 
address to the shareholders of the Dunlop 
Rubber Company at the meeting in Lon- 
don yesterday. 

In addition to the strikes and the fall 
in the price of rubber, 1926 was the worst 
tyre-buying year in the recent history of 
the automobile industry. So much for 
last year. During the first three months 
of the current year sales have consistently 
beaten all previous records. 

If the duty just imposed resulted, as he 
believed it would, in an increased demand 
for British tyres, it must involve an in. 
creased output ‘beyond the present 
economic maximum of their plant. They 
would only be justified financially in in- 
creasing their capacity if they might pre- 
suppose a reasonable measure of per.

WILL THE ENTERTAINMENT

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
Taxation in Northern Ireland is virtually 
the same as in Great Britain, and there 
was considerable speculation in Belfast 
to-day as to the probable effect of the 
new taxes upon the Budget statement 
which the Minister of Finance (Mr. 
Pollock) is to present to the Northern 
Parliament early in May. 
The extra duty of 8d. per lb. upon 
tobacco will increase the reserved revenue 
in Northern Ireland, and so will the pay- 
ment in one instalment of the income tax 
upon property. 
As Mr. Pollock will have to budget this 
year for £7,079,502 to meet the cost of all 
the services in Northern Ireland—: net 
decrease of £686,021 as compared wiv. last 
year—the ultimate result is expected to 
be a larger contribution from Northern 
Ireland during the next twelve months for 
imperial services. 
Business men in the North generally 
feel that Mr. Charchill, faced with such 
a large deficit, has done extremely well.

Many important alterations in company 
law in Great Britain are provided for in 
the Company Law (Amendment) Bill, 
which has been introduced into the House 
of Lords by the Lord Chancellor. 

Except in a few points of subsidiary im- 
portance, the bill carries into effect the 
report of the Company Law Amendment 
Committee, appointed by the President of 
the Board of Trade on January 6, 1925. 
The report, which was presented to Parlia- 
ment and published as a command paper, 
a the first comprehensive review of the 

Companies Acts that has been made within 
the last twenty years. 

If the bill becomes law, misleading titles 
of companies will be considerably re- 
stricted, directors of fraudulent com- 
panies will become personally responsible, 
and “ share-hawking ” or “ share- pushing ' 
will be unlawful, those indulging im it 
being liable to a heavy fine or imprison- 
ment. 

When passed the bill will not come into 
operation at once, but will be delayed in 
order that a consolidation bill can be 
passed. 

“ SHARE-PUSHERS.”’ 

The clause dealing with share-hawking, 
however, will be an exception to this, and 
will come into force at once. 

The first clause prohibits the use of the 
word “Royal” or “Imperial,” or any 
title whtch suggests the patronage of the 
King or a member of the Royal Family, a 
connection with the Government, or any 
department of it, in the name of a com- 
pany, except by the consent of the Board 
of Trade. 

Hawking of shares if done orally in any 
form will be unlawful; while it will not 
be lawful to offer shares in writing unless 
the offer is accompanied by a statement in 
writing, which must be signed by the 
person making the offer and dated, con- 
taining the particulars required by the 
section. 

Among the exceptions to this section are 
shares quoted on, or for which permission 
to deal in has been given by, any recog- 
nised Stock Exchange in Great Britain. 

The existing requirements regarding a 
minimum subscription are abolished, and 
in its place the prospectus must state the 
minimum subscription which in the 
opinion of the directors must be raised By 
the issue of shares to provide for the 
purchase price of the property, the pre- 
liminary expenses, commission, and work- 
ing capital. 

PROSPECTUSES. 

Other clauses in the bill are directed 
against the practice of issuing abridged 
prospectuses and the evasions of the law 
relating to prospectuses which have become 
common in recent years. 

The liability of directors is also ex- 
tended, and in some cases the Court can 
make them personally liable without 
limitation as to the amount, prohibit them 
from taking part in the management of 
any company for a period of five years, or, 
on conviction, impose heavy fines or im- 
prisonment.

SECRET OF THE 
COINAGE. 
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TO BE IN CIRCULATION 
THIS YEAR.

NEW 


So far as can be ascertained a definite 
decision has not yet been taken by the 
Free State Government regarding the 
designs for the proposed new coinage. 

Replying to a question in the Dail 
recently, the Free State Minister of 
Finance informed the deputies that he had 
received a report from his Advisory Com- 
mittee and expected a further one, but 
that he did not propose to publish either. 
A provisional selection, he mentioned, had 
been made, but it was not the intention of 
the Ministry to afford an opportunity to 
the Dail, or to the public, of expressing 
an opinion on the designs until the final 
selection had been made. 

Both by members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee and by the officials of Mr. Blythe’s 
department the utmost secrecy is preserved 
as to the designs recommended for adop- 
tion by the Government. Those who claim 
to be in the ‘‘know”’ assert that they 
will be found to be “very beautiful,” but 
further than that they are not prepared 
to commit themselves. It was, however, 
stated yesterday that the new coins, which 
will probably be made by the British Mint, 
will be in circulation before» December of 
this year. 

Regarding their circulation, ¢here have 
been rumours of difficulties in the way 
of the withdrawal of the existing 
tokens, but neither in official nor in 
business circles is there any disposition to 
take these seriously. It is recalled that 
when the withdrawal of pre-Victorian 
coins was notified, the issue was withdrawn 
in a remarkably short space of time. 

The recent Coinage Act empowers the 
Executive Council to prescribe a date 
after which silver coins of al], or any, 
specified denominations, issued under the 
Coinage Acts, 1870 and 1920, or bronze 
coins similarly issued, shall cease to be 
legal tender either yenerally or for any 


particular purposes specified.

SHANGHAI. 


600 ARRESTS: 15 SHOT: 
MANY WOUNDED. 
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From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

The biggest raid on the Red Labour 
Unions since the advent of Communism in 
Shanghai took place early this morning at. 
Chapei and Nantao, Chinese cities adjoin- 
ing Shanghai and Pootung. The latter is 
across the river from Shanghai. 

It was carried out by adherents of 
General Chiang Kai-Shek, the Cantonese 
commander, in plain clothes, who, armed 
with machine guns, pistols and bombs, 
attacked every known union centre. 

In the various fights 15 armed unionists 
were killed and many were wounded. In 
addition, 600 were disarmed and arrested, 
including Chen Tso-Shu, the chief Com- 
munist leader in Shanghai. 

Seven machine guns, 300 rifles, and 
many pistols and bombs and much am- 
munition were captured by the raiders. 


FIELD GUNS SENT FOR. 

A body of 350 labourers in one building 
put up a strong resistance, whereupon 4 
cordon was drawn round the building, and 
field guns were sent for. Before the guns 
arrived, however, the men surrendered. 

The headquarters of the General Labour 
Union are now occupied by Chinese troops. 
The chairman of the union is missing, and 
is said to have been captured. 

A similar and equally successful raid 
was carried out simultaneously at Hang- 
chow, where numerous persons were dis- 
armed and arrested. 

Chinese reports from Nanking state that 
the headquarters of the Kuomintang (Re- 
publican Nationalists) there was attacked 
by “ Moderates” on Monday. night. 


SHOTS DISPERSE DEMONSTRATORS. 

The holding of a mass meeting at the 
west gate of the native city this after- 
noon, to protest against this morning s 
raid on the Red labour unions, caused 
extra vigilance in the Settlements, and 
virtually all the barbed wire barriers were 
closed as a safeguard against a possible 
rush on the Settlements. 

Those participating in the demonstra- 
tions, however, formed themselves into a 
procession and went to the Chinese 
military headquarters at Lunghua, de- 
manding the return of the confiscated 
arms, but were dispersed by troops after 
a few shots had been fired.

MENACED BY HORDES 
STARVING COOLIES.

PEKING, Tuesday. 

The situation at Hankow is becoming 
grave. The city is being menaced by hordes 
of starving coolies, idle through the sus- 
pension of business, and encouraged to 
acts of violence by their Radical leaders. 

Owing to pressure, the Chinese merchants 
are refusing foreign bank notes, and it is 
no longer possible for foreigners to trans- 
act business. 

Hankow’s decision to remove the capital 
to Nanking counters General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s movement for the establishment, of 
a moderate Government there. The latest 
reports indicate that the Nationalist Party 
split is greater than at first realised. The 
moderates have thrown off their Russian 
advisers, but the latter are now feverishly 
encouraging the MRadicals, who. are 
hoping for Moscow's recognition since the 
Soviet Embassy has withdrawn from 
Peking. 


NATIONALIST REVERSES. 

As confirmation of the Nationalist recent 
reverses, large numbers of wounded are 
arriving at Nanking and large nambers of 
Cantonese forces, who are retreating from 
the northward drive. It is reported here 
that the Northern army, under Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin’s orders, is expecting shortly 
to mass at Pukow.

SWORN STATEMENT BY U.S. 
MISSIONARIES, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 
Seventeen American missionaries, formerly 
resident in Peking, to-day issued a long 
signed statement unequivocably affirming, 
“out of our own first-hand experience and 
observation,’ that the recent outrages at 
Nanking were committed by armed 
Nationalist soldiers in uniform, who acted 
with the knowledge and approval of their 
superior officers. 

The outrages, the statement adds, con- 
sisted not only in looting and burning the 
homes of foreigners, their Consular offices, 
schools, hospitals, and business premises, 
but also in deliberate murder. 

The soldiers shot and seriously wounded 
a young American woman, they shot and 
attempted to kill foreign men, women and 
children, and they attempted to rape and 
committed other shocking indignities upon 
foreign women. 

“To many such instances,” the state- 
ment says, “ we can bring the sworn testi- 
mony of eye-witnesses, and numerous other 
cases have been proven beyond the shadow 
of a doubt.” 

“It is our conviction that the firing by 
the British and American naval vessels 
prevented the murder of many foreigners 
who had been caught in the city. 

“We are appalled to think of the in- 
evitable consequences to China and the 
world if the destructive influences now de- 
termining the policy of the Nationalist 
Government are not restrained.”

the Dublin Chamber of C erce, 

The Chamber met yesterday to discuss 
the bill, and subjected it to a keen 
analysis. Mr. David Barry summed up 
the opinion of several speakers when he 
declared that, if the principle embodied 
in the clauses which give power to the 
Electricity, Board to take over the under- 
takings uvwned by local authorities with- 
out the payment of adequate compensa- 
tion were carried to its logical conclusion, 
it would destroy the right of private 
property, which is the basis upon which 
all modern civilisation is founded. 

The Chamber had before it a resolu- 
tion protesting against the policy em- 
bodied in the bill, and demanding that 
local authorities should receive compensa- 


tion on the same basis as authorised com- 


panies. 

All the speakers made it clear that-they 
were not animated by hostility to the 
Shannon scheme, but that they would not 
tolerate what Mr. G. N. Jacob described 
bluntly as “legalised robbery.’ They 
stood for justice for the ratepayers, with 
whose money the electricity undertaking 
had been started. 

The discussion had been in progress for 
about an hour and a half when Mr. John 
Mackie suggested that the meeting should 
be adjourned until to-day, so that the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 
could attend and defend his policy. 

This suggestion was adopted, but. not 
before the procedure for to-day’s meeting 
had been discussed. The Minister, it 
was arranged, will be invited to reply to 
the speeches already made and to answer 
specific questions. When he has done 
this, he will be asked to retire, and the 
debate will be continued. 


- RATHMINES PROTEST. 

The ratepayers of Rathmines, at a meet- 
ing in the Town Hall last night, re- 
gistered their protest against the bill. 

The meeting was, perhaps, the most 
stormy that has been held in Rathmines 
for many years. Mr. O’Higgins, Minister 
for Justice, and Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister for External Affairs, both had 
the unusual experience of being shouted 
down. 

The Minister for Justice made a long 
statement in defence of the bill, and was 
given a fair hearing for the greater part 
of his speech. Towards the end, how- 
ever, there were frequent interruptions, 
and cries of “ Up, de Valera,” “ Up, 
Russia.”’ 

It was when the Minister interrupted 
Mr. John Good, who was speaking against 
the bill, that the storm broke. His polite 
‘‘ Pardon me ”' was received with an out- 
burst of boohing and cat-calls, that lasted 
for fully five minutes. 

Mr. Good appealed to the audience to 
‘Leave him to me,” and Sir Simon 
Maddock, who presided, threatened to 
adjourn the meeting. 

Madame Markievicz could be seen in 
the- gallery, gesticulating as if making a 
speech, but her words were not audible 
at the reporters’ table. ‘‘ You are out of 
order,’’ the Chairman shouted at the top 
of his voice during a lull, and she was 
heard to shout ‘‘ I am afraid of no man,” 
in reply. 

Mr. O’Higgins, at the Chairman's re- 
quest, resumed his seat, but a few minutes 
later managed to make the point that he 
had intended to make. 


RIVAL SONGS. 

The few remarks that Mr. Fitzgerald 
made cannot have been heard by any per- 
son except those on the platform and at 
the Press table. His speech came to an 
end when one section of the audience sang 
“ God Save the King '” and another sang 
“The Red Flag.” 

The meeting not only condemned the 
bill, but approved the steps taken by the 
Urban Council to combat it.

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WOMEN AS JURORS.

EXEMPTION FOR WIDOWS 
AND SPINSTERS. 


As the law now stands in the Free State, 
a woman liable to jury service must be 
exempted if she is a spinster or a widow, 
but must have her name placed on the list 
if she is married and her husband is alive. 

That little-known fact was brought to 
the notice of an Irish Times reporter who 
attended the revision of the Dublin City 
jurors’ lists now being carried out at Green 
street by Mr. James O'Connor, Registrar, 
assisted by Mr. W. J. Harrison, with 
Messrs. O'Neill and Rowe representing the 
Town Clerk. 

The registration officer wishes it to be 
known that for the purpose of giving 
everyone an opportunity of submitting 
his claims for exemption he will not close 
the revision for another fortnight. 

Exemption is granted only on applica- 
tion to the Revision Court. It is too late 
for a person whose name appears on the 
list to appear in court and say that he or 
she. is entitled to exemption.. In Dublin 
City every rated occupier, man or woman, 
with a valuation of £20 and between the 
ages of 21 and 65, is liable for jury service. 
In the county the valuation is £10 or 
over.

VIEWS. 


Lord Londonderry writes, in the course 
of a letter to The Times:—The discussion 
which is taking place in the newspapers 
with respect to the Trade Unions Bill is 
having the effect of diverting the public 
attention from the real points which 
affect the community. Trade unions, 
through a long period of years, have 
arrived at a position which has no logical 
justification, but which from various 
causes has come to be accepted under 
wise and patriotic leadership. The dangers 
inherent in that position in a free com- 
munity were negligible, but, nevertheless, 
existed, and this state of affairs was 
clearly demonstrated to the general public 
last May. If legislation had been enacted 
soon after the general strike, there would 
habe been an overwhelming volume of 
support behind the Government, and we 
should have heard nothing of the mutter- 
ings of the weak-kneed which we are in 
process of hearing now, stimulated by the 
fact that the Government have introduced 
their bill with no accompanying pro- 
paganda to counteract the frenzied mis- 
statements of Labour leaders, who, in 
their despair, hope to achieve some 
semblance of unity among their rebellious 
followers by raising once more the false 
cry of class legislation. 

The bill itself does nothing more than 
clearly enact, and perhaps re-enact, that 
certain principles with which every one is 
in agreement shall be established : (1) That 
a general strike shall be illegal; (2) that 
no man or woman shall be intimidated so 
far as the law can protect them ; (3) that 
no trade unionist again, so far as the law 
can operate, shall be compelled to sub- 
scribe to the funds of a political party 
with which he is not in agreement. We 
hear even from authorities like Lord Grey 
that the introduction of this measure, in 
his opinion, is a mistake, and he bases his 
contention on his belief that “ influential 
representatives of labour were openly ad- 
vocating a path of-conciliation in prefer- 
ence to that of strife.”’ I regret feeling 
myself unable to attach the same import- 
ance to Lord Grey's + hopes.

DUNLOP COMPANY'S POSITION. 

Referring to the Dunlop Rubber meeting, 
the Financiai News says:—Hitherto im- 
ported tyres have supplied from 40 to 50 
per cent. of this country’s home demand. 
In consequence of the duty, the demand 
for British tyres is reasonably expected 
to go up, but the Dunlop Company is 
already working at 100 per cent. of 
capacity. How is further demand to be 
met, save by additions to plant and equip- 
ment? If, however, plant and equipment 
are to be expanded, ought there not to 
be some assurance that the duty will not 
be ephemera! ? 

Sir Eric Geddes yesterday put the ques- 
tion bluntly.

Helsey had described him in an article 
as an enemy of France and a German 
propagandist in connection with his (the 
Abbé’s) political activities in Alsace 

The dénotiement came as the result of 
the friendly mediation of the Procurear- 
General. The Abbé declared that he had 
brought the case from '"' national 
motives,’’ because he had been accused of 
being a German agent. 

In reply to an invitation by the counsel 
for the defence, the Abbé exclaimed, in 
open Court, “ Vive la France.” 

This utterance so caught: the imagina- 
tion of those present in Court: that wher 
someone began to sing the “ Marseillaise '' 
the anthem was taken up by all in the 
room. 

The-jury replied in the negative to the 
questions put to it. The plaintiff and 
defendant cordially shook hands, and 
when a bouquet, tied with the Tricolour, 
was handed to the Abbé, he picked some 
ot the flowers from it and handed them 
to M. Helsey, amidst scenes of wild en- 
thusiasm.

A BRITISH CABINET 
DIFFICULTY. 

The Press Association's Lobb; Corre- 
spondent learns that the Prime Minister 
(Mr. Baldwin) hopes to be able to make a 
statement in the House of Commons to- 
day on the extension of the franchise as 
it affects women under thirty years of 
age. 

All sorts of alternative schemes have 
been discussed, says the correspondent, 
but I understand that the choice has 
now been reduced to the vote at 21 for all 
women on the same terms as men; or a 
House of Commons Committee to hear 
evidence and to decide what action should 
be taker. ! 

The votes guestion was the subject of 
yesterday's special Cabinet meeting, and 
there were further consultations between 
Ministers at the House of Commons last 
night. ‘ The choice has not, however, been 
made. Every effort is to be used to reach 
a decision at the Cabinet meeting this 
morning. 

At present there is a leaning towards 
the setting up of a committee of inquiry, 
which would report on the removal of 
electoral anomalies, as well as on the ex- 
tension of the franchise. 

It is generally agreed that a general 
recasting of the franchise law will be 


necessary if the vote is granted fo younger 


women. 

Although the Labour Party has de- 
clined to join the three-party conference 
on the question of extending the franchise, 
it might agree to participate in a general 
discussion of election law. 

“The grant of the vote to women at 
twenty-one,’’ a prominent Ministerialist 
told me last night, “would increase the 
cost of the general election by over a 
quarter of a million pounds:”’ 

It has been found that, while women 
voters would outnumber men if the 
uniform voting age were twenty-one, there 
would be an even greater majority of 
women if a suggested alternative were 
adopted, and the uniform voting age were 
fixéd at twenty-five.
